Regulation Of Billboards 


HE current controversy over the power to regulate the 
‘T erection and display of billboards along publie highways 
is invested with a certain piquant emphasis by the fact 
that Massachusetts is being looked to by other and far 
distant peoples as an exemplar in the case; notably in France, 
despite the supposition of Laurence Sterne that ‘‘they order 
this matter better’’ there. The peasants and innkeepers of 
Normandy and the Basques, ‘‘fragments of forgotten peoples,’’ 
on the slopes of the Pyrenees, object to having their pictures- 
que scenery, beloved of artists and tourists, disfigured with 
hideous advertising signs, and they have caused their senators 
at Paris to ihtroduce a measure providing the desired pro- 
tection; in urging the enactment of which the example of 
Massachusetts is often cited. There will be those who 
think that thus too much eredit is given to this state. Certain- 
ly it will be held that at any rate we must take no backward 
step from the position thus imputed to us, but rather 
“make good’’ and live up to our reputation. 
There must indeed be general agreement, save, of course, 
those sordidly interested in the very abuse which it is 
sought to abate, that the publie is entitled to protection from 
offenses to the eye. The senses must be respected. It would 
be intolerable to flavor our drinking water with something 
which, while quite innocuous to health, gave it an unpleasant 
taste.

No less objectionable are unnecessary

scenic highways. In such places prohibition of defacement is 
obviously imperative. But the senses and tastes have equal | 
right to protection elsewhere. The publie traveling along even 
the least picturesque and most commonplace roads, and people 
dwelling in places quite devoid of scenic distinction, are en- 
titled to exemption from all things that would unnecessarily 
affront them or annoy them.. A community whose seat amid 
scenery of picturesque charm is perhaps its chief asset, may 
well claim for that priceless possession protection against im- 
pairment. But one lacking such natural endowment may as 
legitimately claim the right to make the best of its meagre re- 
sources of scenery and not have them needlessly despoiled, 

Whether such regulation should be a state or a loeal fune- 
tion is a question proper for debate. From one point of view, 
the whole state is interested in the scenery of every part of it. 
Certainly it seems to be logical for the state to have authority 
over the steadily increasing extent of state roads, for their 
adornment and for their protection from misfigurement. Ob- 
viously too, it is highly desirable to have uniformity of prae- 
tice throughout the state, so that travelers will not find one 
town free from and the next town eursed with billboard 
abominations. Nor is it to be overlooked that only through 
state control can the people at the margin of one town be pro- 
tected against signs in the adjacent town which may be just 
as directly offensive to them as though they were in their 
own. On the other hand, it seems intolerable that a town 
which wants to protect itself against nuisances should be un- 
able to do so simply because the state will not take action in 
the matter. 


Probably the ideal arrangement would be for the state to 
have an effective law, for general application; and then for 
the individual towns to have the privilege of adopting ad- 
ditional ordinances, increasing if they wish, but 
tracting from the stringency of the state law,

REVENUE COLLECTOR facil 
ANNOUNCEMENT IN ORDER 
TO SIMPLIFY ITEMS 





In order to simplify the items of 
tax payments relating to the gain 
or loss realized from the sale of 
real estate, Collector of Internal 
Revenue Rex B. Goodcell issued 
announcement which contains 
the details of tax payments on 
real estate transactions. As a 
general dule, according Col- 
lector Goodcell, where 25 per cent 
or more of the sales price of real 
estate is received during the year 
of sale, the same shall be treated 
as a closed transaction in the year 
in which the deal was consummat- 
ed and tax paid upon the profit 
realized. The following is an ex- 
ample of a closed transaction: 

A piece of property was sold for 
$10,000, the purchaser paying 
$3,000 cash and assuming a mort- 
gage of $4,500, executing a second 
mortgage or trust deed in favor 
of the seller for the balance, pay- 
able in three years. Assuming 
that this piece of property had 
cost the taxpayer $6,000, he would 
have a taxable profit of $4,000, ex- 
cluding any reconciliation for de- 
preciation. Should the second 
mortgage or trust deed be dis- 
counted in any future year, the 
difference between the amount re-

ported and the amount received 
therefore would be deductable as 
a loss. 1
